HOWEVER SMALL, LIGHTS UP

HANUKAH brings to Palestine a glowing, exuber- 
ant sunshine. Thousands of very beautiful and 
multi-colored wild flowers sprinkle the fields and val- 
leys. In the fragrant citrus orchards, workers can 


' be seen picking the ripe oranges, lemons and grape- 


command: 








fruits. For many days the rains have been pouring 
down ceaselessly, but now they cease as if by divine 
It is Chanukah in the Holy Land! 

In Jewish Palestine today, Chanukah is truly a 
Festival of Lights. No matter how small, every vil- 
lage and settlement in Palestine mounts a bright 
electric Menorah on its highest structure—usually the 
all-important water tower—and this ray of good cheer 
is a source of great joy for the Yishuv. Usually the 
beginning of the Chanukah celebration is at home. 
Instead of wax tapers which Jews outside of Pales- 
tine are occustomed to using for their Menorahs, the 
idea of re-introducing the ancient oil cup—which was 
the original lamp—has caught on throughout the 
land. Many ambitious youngsters even fashion their 
own Menorahs, using as models the oil cups of Has- 
Monean days which unsuspecting Jewish farmers 
unearth from time to time. 

Like all Jews everywhere, children and parents 
exchange gifts on the occasion of Chanukah. The 
ever-popular game of dreidlach is played by Pales- 





tine’s youngsters, who use almonds and other delica- 
cies as “gambling money.” 

In the small village make-shift theatre, the Chan- 
ukah week is marked with innumerable playlets, 
skits, concerts, singing, and gay performances. Par- 
ents and children alike play the roles of the Macca- 
bees, Hannah and her seven sons, and even act as 
Chanukah candles. Each evening, when the Chanu- 
kahiyah (Chanukah Menorah) is lighted, the entire 
community sings the traditional “Maoz Tzur. But it 
is in Tel-Aviv that the holiday celebration may be 
seen at its peak. Atop the Jewish metropolis’ syna- 
gogues, schools and other public buildings are fixed 
huge, impressive Menorahs. Holiday designs, some 
old, some new, feature window displays in shops and 
stores. In every home, small Chanukahiyahs twinkle 
gaily in the windows. 

The public service in Tel-Aviv is unique and 
picturesque, one that is not likely to be forgotten. 
Even the stone-faced Arabs delight in it. At sunset 
the high school pupils of the city and the older chil- 
dren from the elementary schools assemble in front 
of The Synagogue—better known as the Great Syna- 
gogue. Arranged in a’semi-circle they face a dec- 
orated platform reserved for prominent citizens. On 


the platform stand a large Chanukahiyah. Thousands 
of spectators mill all around. 
At the first indication of dusk, the ceremony be- 


gins. The Cantor walks up to the giant candelabra 
and, chanting the benediction, he lights the proper 
amount of candles for that evening. A loud chorus 
rings out: Amen! Now the children light the little . 
Menorahs they have brought with them. A band 
strikes up the Maoz Tzur, and everybody—the entire 
city of Jews from every corner of the earth—join in 
lustily. The city’s greetings are expressed by a dis- 
tinguished guest, and then the band plays and the 
audience sings again. 


When the signal is given, twinkling lights and 
flaring torches begin to move. One school, one group 
follows the other, the band playing all the while. 
The children, who have looked forward eagerly to 
this annual Chanukah parade, form a line of spec- 
tators, their little flags and Menorahs clutched firmly 
in their hands. 


A custom recently inaugurated by the more stout- 
hearted in Palestine, but which is quickly becoming 
traditional, is hiking to Modin, ancient home of the 
Maccabees, where the banner of revolt was unfurled 
by the Hasmonean family. There are caves and tombs 
now where the Maccabees are said to have been 
buried; on Chanukah young and old Jews come to 
pay their respects to the heroes of a bygone era. 

On Chanukah in Jewish Palestine, none are alone; 
in every breast beats a proud, joyous song.

Shell Against Atrocity Stories 


HERE must have been some good reason for 

the decision of the national Jewish bodies to 
set Wednesday, Dec. 2 as the day of fast and 
prayer in protest against the determined ex- 
termination by the Nazis of the Jews of Europe. 
This good reason must have been far more valid 
than the fact that other Jewish communities 
throughout the world had decided on that par- 
ticular day, and the U. S. groups wished to make 
it a universal one of prayer. 

As far as the Jewish public of the United 
States is concerned, they will learn of the fast 
day in reading this week’s Anglo-Jewish press. 
The announcement last week was that it wou'd 
probably be Dec. 9 or 16, and the sudden 
change for Dec. 2, could have been transmitted 
to only a few key individuals, while the general 
Jewish community at large, for whom the day 
was to be held, could not have been aware of 
any special significance in this Wednesday. 

In addition to this failure to consider the 
Anglo-Jewish press and its ability to cast a 
message far and wide throughout the Jewish 


communities of the United States, The Post 
feels that some more enlightenment should be 
given as to the source of the new action by the 
Nazis than merely by the State Department. 
National Jewish leaders err when they think 
that the Jews of the United States are unlike 
the public as a whole in their inclination to 
doubt the authenticity of horror stories or their 
general need of additional prodding. 

If the true situation were known, it probably 
would be revealed that the announcement of 
the Nazi plan to exterminate the Jews, created 
more of a reaction among the non-Jewish public 
of the nation than it did with the Jews them- 
selves. Inured to the atrocity stories by con- 
stant repetition, the danger point has already 
been passed that American Jewry might build 
up a shell against this type of pogrom news 
which would normally not be pierced by an- 
nouncements from Rabbi Stephen S. Wise or 
even from such recognized bodies as the B’nai 
Brith, the American Jewish Committee or the 
Synagogue Council. 


No Anglo-Jewish Paper So Held in Esteem 


MONG newspapermen, one of the best evi- 
dences of a newspaper’s vitality is it’s letter 
column. In fact such publications like the New 
York Times and many national magazines have 
reached the point in prestige where often con- 
troversies between national figures are first 
aired out by letters from the principals in- 
volved. 


In the Anglo-Jewish press today there is not 
one weekly Anglo-Jewish publica‘ion which is 
so held in regard by national Jewish leaders 
and the reading public. 


A more specific instance of how closely con- 
nected is a newspaper’s editorial policy and its 
letter department is the cause of The Jewish 
Advocate of Boston, beyond question one of the 
finest Anglo-Jewish papers in the United States. 


When edited by Carl Alpert, now managing 
editor of The New Palestine, The Advocate’s 
letter column was regularly fi'led with com- 
munications from people not only in Boston but 
from Jewish leaders throughout the land. 

In addition, the many letters from laymen 
often afforded the best possible barometer of 
Jewish public opinion. 

The Advocate’s letter column today is as 
blank as a snow-covered field, as far as any 
interest is concerned. This demise of one of 
the finest sections in the Anglo-Jewish field, 
followed almost inevitably upon the return of 
the editorial page to the hackneyed type of 
comment in which this organization is compli- 
mented on its twentieth anniversary and this bit 
of anti-Semitism is deplored and so on ad 
nauseam.

As a matter of fact, while the New York 
Times gave two columns to the Jewish Army Committee’s recent 
“Proclamation on the Moral Rights of the Stateless and Palestin- 
ian Jews,” to which 1521 prominent Americans had affixed their 
names, the New York Yiddish papers gave it no space at all. 

Did you know that John Howard Payne, composer of “Home, 
Sweet Home,” served as the American Consul at Tunis just a 
hundred years ago? Indeed, he held that post twice, and it was 
in Tunis that he died during his second tenure of office. But, 
then, Payne was only half Jewish. We mention this because 
we've just remembered that it was at Tunis that Mordecai M. 
Noah was serving as American Consul when he was recalled 
from his post by means of a letter that James Monroe, then 
Secretary of State, sent him by Stephen Decatur to the effect 
that President Madison had “deemed it expedient” to revoke 
Noah’s commission, on the grounds that his religion formed an 
obstacle to the exercise of his Consular functions.

Charge Darlan 
Still Anti-Semitic 
Made by DeGaullist 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

LONDON—The charge that Ad- 
miral Darlan who is now the 
head of the French forces in 
North Africa is still discriminat- 
ing against Jews and refusing to 
accept some of them for military 
service was made here by Pierre 
Bloch, socialist member of the 
French parliament who reached 
London to join Gén. Charles de 
Gaulle. 

“Only Jews who are holders of 
Legion of Honor and war deco- 





rations have been called up by 
Darlan for military service in 
French Morocco and Algeria, 
while all other Jews are still 
treated by him in accordance 
with the anti-Jewish laws which 
prohibited Jews from serving in 
armed forces,’ Mr. Bloch said. 
(A report last week from Algiers 
stated that Jews in the classes of 
1938 to 1942 have all been called 
up for service in North Africa. 
Nothing was said about Jews in 
other classes). 

The former French deputy also 
reported that students at the Sor- 
bonne University in Paris have 
formed an organization called 
“Union of Inter-Allied and 
French Youth,” the members of 





which wear a yellow Mogen Do- 
vid in solidarity with Jews. 

Unverified reports published in 
London this week state that Jew- 
ish leaders have been arrested by 
the Axis military authorities in 
the Tunisian harbor city of Bi- 
zerte which American and British 
forces are approaching. The same 
reports state that Jews have been 
deported by the Axis authorities 
from certain localities in Tunisia 
“to unknown destinations.”

A Christmas Problem 
A CHALLENGE TO JEWISH PARENTS 








N THE LIFE of the American child, 
December is a happy month, for it 
" prings holiday spirit, parties and presents. 
To many American Jewish parents, De- 
-cember brings a troublesome problem: 
whether to pivot these parties and presents 
about Chanukah, or to reserve them for 
the date when the community at large is 
celebrating its Christmas holiday. 

This year, as in other years, many Jew- 
ish parents will be greatly distressed by 
the appeals of their children for Christmas 
trees and Christmas trimmings. Once 
again, some Jewish parents accede to the 
pleas of their children, offering any one of 
a dozen reasons (or rationalizations): To 
refuse would 1) make the children un- 
happy, 2) deprive them of something of 
real charm and beauty, 3) cut them off 
from celebrating one of America’s folk 
holidays (“the Christmas tree really has 
no religious significance.) 4) give them a 
sense of “differntness” from their neigh- 
bors and playmates, etc. 

Those of us to whom Jewish life is 
meaningful cannot dismiss too lightly the 
impact of this problem upon a large num- 
ber of Jewish parents. In home after Jew- 
ish home, we have encountered such situa- 
tions, with children asking for what their 
playmates have and parents, hopelessly 
confused in their thinking, proceeding, 
even with the best of intentions, to scuttle 
what remains of Jewish value and senti- 
ment in the home. 

Since this annually recurring crisis is 
again at hand, it might be well to exam- 
ine the problem and clarify a few funda- 
mental points with reference to it. 











a 

At the very outset it should be made 
clear that this is a problem of Jewish 
parents, not Jewish children. . The 
same mother who insists upon child’s eat- 
ing spinach and washing behind the ears 
is somehow helpless to oppose his whims 
in the matter of a Christmas tree. The 
father, who, through the year, is not too 
concerned with giving his children a full 
and rich folk experience, becomes sud- 
denly worried lest they “miss out on some- 
thing beautiful and worthwhile.” 

In the continuous battle of wits between 
parents and children, the latter are quick 
to pick out the weak spots in their parents’ 
line and drive through to their own advan- 
tage. Most parents actually invite the re- 
quest for a Christmas celebration by their 
own obvious indecision and by their lack 
of Jewish convictions and loyalties, which 
children are quick to perceive. Faced with 
the same brand of parental authority and 
resourcefulness that they meet in other 
areas of their home experience, and given 
adequate substitutes in terms of compar- 
able Jewish ceremonials, children would 
by no means make a special issue of this 
particular request. With many Jewish 
parents, the “Christmas problem” is in the 
same catagory as the “sex problem”; the 
child makes a perfectly simple and normal 
request (for sex information — or for a 
Christmas tree), and the parent, who has 
his own emotional involvements in such 
matters, attributes unwarranted signifi- 
cance to the whole affair. We point to 
this not by way of condemnation, but 
rather in appraisal of a cold fact, that the 


“Christmas tree problem” arises out of a 
negative condition in our parents rather 
than a positive devotion to our Jewish 
children to the inherent esthetic qualities 
of a bedecked and betinselled fir tree.

Some parents rationalize their observ- 
ance of Christmas by maintaining usually 
with fervor, that Christmas is not a reli- 
gious but rather a folk holiday. Many of 
our schools justify their celebrations of 
Christmas on the same grounds. In this 
connection we must consider the incon- 
trovertible fact that Christmas is one of 
the major events in every Christian church 
program in America. Even our public 
school celebrations (presumably ‘“non- 
sectarian”) include a “star of Bethlehem” 
on the tree and revolve about stories of 
the nativity, etc. Christmas carols are 
lovely melodies, but their texts are neither 
general nor. secular, but specifically 
Christian. 

Other parents admit the religious foun- 
dation of Christmas, but justify its ob- 
servance by Jews on the grounds of the 
widespread commercialization of the holi- 
day. It takes on the aspect of a national 
holiday, they say. Merchants gear their 
business to it, cities decorate streets and 
buildings, and hold community contests 
for home decoration, etc. To this aspect 
of Christmas, they feel their children have 
some right. 

We would agree that Jewish children 
need not be forced to shut their eyes to 
the beauty of Christmas decorations nor 
their ears to the charm of Christmas

Danish and Swedish life- 
boats were reported attempting 
to locate the vessel, but a driv- 
ing deluge, accompanied by 
65-mile-an-hour winds hinder- 
ed the search. Fear was ex- 
pressed the vessel may have 
foundered on rocks at the en- 
trance to the narrow strait or 
the adjoining sound leading 
from the Kattegat to the Baltic.

tion run such phrases as “to rep- 
resent the Jewish community of 
Indianapolis,” “to serve the: best 
interests of the community,” and 
so forth. It follows, therefore, 
that the Federation is the body 
which makes the decisions for the 
Indianapolis Jewish community 
and, as such, should and must be 
subject to the expressed will of 
the community, for otherwise al- 
though it may usurp the right to 
make these decisions for a while, 
sooner or later opposition groups 
will successfully be able to con- 
test this domination. 


“There can be no _ successful 
argument against the principle 
that the community should be 
allowed to elect the members tu 
tne Federation board. Under the 
present system whereby the

sideration—would force the com- 
mittee to present enough names 
so that the community at large 
will do the actual electing. 

“To contend that the provision 
allowing nominations from the 
community makes the _ present 
set-up democratic is to deny the 
history of Federation elections. In 
the existence of the present Fed- 
eration, only once has the slate 
presented by the nominating 
committee been successfully 
broken into, and then the cry 
went up “pressure groups, pres- 
sure groups.” In every other year 
there has been no contest. 


“Indianapolis is far behind oth- 
er Jewish communities in this 
aspect of its communal set-up, 
and is one of the few remaining 
in the United States which has 
been so devised and operated that 
its control cannot be challenged 
by any other way except open 
rebellion. That the Federation is 
inviting such rebllion is all too 
well known, and when and if a 
new competing body is organized 
to try to represent the commun- 
ity, the Federation will have only 
itself to blame for the chaos.

carols. Parents might well make a point 
of taking their children out to see the most 
beautifully adorned streets and residences 
of their Christian neighbors. This can be 
done exactly as children are exposed to 
many other things of beauty which, for 
one reason or another, they cannot pos- 
sess. That Christmas is beautiful does not 
alter its essentially Christian character 
nor justify its adoption by self-respecting 
Jews.

In some Jewish homes the Christmas 
tree is introduced because, parents tell us, 
the child who wants one and is deprived 
of it is ‘made to feel that he is different. 
“We want him to feel that he is an Amer- 
ican just like his neighbors and play- 
mates.” We repeat the point made earlier 
in this discussion, that this is a typical 
parental rationalization having little or 
nothing to do with the child’s attitude. 
For though children, do indeed feel the 
need for belonging to the group and the 
urge to conform to its patterns, they learn 
very early that not all individuals or 
families or groups live by the same pat- 
tern. Let these apprehensive parents ask 
themselves. Do we permit our child to 
do everything our neighbors’ children do? 
Would we think of letting our child go to 
the movies every night just because Mary 
and Johnny do? The basic fact is—and it 
is a principle that should be made clear to 
every child at an early age—that families 
do things differently. Meal times differ; 
spending money is handled in different 
ways; regulations vary from family to 
family as to toys, movies, vacations, bed- 
time, punishment, etc., etc. There is ob- 
viously something peculiar which sudden- 
ly impels parents to fit into their neigh- 
bors’ pattern when the month of Decem- 


ber approaches. 

Some children will continue to ask for 
Christmas trees, as they continue to ask 
for candy before dinner. Reasonable par- 
ents, and those who have not lost their 
sense of Jewish dignity will meet the re- 
quest with calm and common sense. They 
will point out, with dignity, that, as Jews, 
we have our own religious and cultural 
tradition, that Christmas is, therefore, not 
our holiday, though the trees and lights 
and colored decorations may delight our 
eyes as well. Such parents will not 
knuckle under at the first childish protest 
nor grasp at straws in an attempt to save 
their children from the inevitable discov- 
ery that they are Jews. They will be 
aware that the “Christmas tree problem” 
is not a disease but only a periodic symp- 
tom of a much more general spiritual ail- 
ment. ‘ 

ae 

But what, now, of the child? Will the 
Jewish child who is denied a Christmas 
tree fall prey to all these conflicts? Will 
he resent the Jewishness that deprives 
him of Christmas gaiety—and Christmas 
presents? The answer must depend upon 
the kind of Jewish home in which the 
particular child may live. If, in exchange 
for Christmas, the child’s Jewishness gives 
him not one, but eight days of Hanukah, 
with Hanukah gifts not once, but on each 
of the eight nights; and if, in addition, it 
fills his life with the rich and colorful 
ceremonials which children love; Shabbat 
with candles and kiddush, and habdalah 
in the deepening dusk; the fun and beauty 
of the Succah: Purim with masks and 
gregars and presents; a seder in which he 
takes part, with questions and singing and 
afikoman; and, throughout the year, en- 
chanting tales of Jewish heroes and lilting 
Hebrew songs which children love to sing; 
—it béing Jewish offers these pleasures 


and satisfactions—adults call them com- 
pensation—then to miss out on Christmas 
as his very own holiday will certainly 
leave no scar on the child’s personality, 
will create no conflict or complex about 
being “different” from the majority. 


The parent, however, who denies his 
child a Christmas tree “on principle” and 
offers nothing in its stead may have gen- 
uine cause for concern. Children of such 
parents all too often are unhappy; they do 
have a sense of shame about their being 
different from, which to them means in. 
ferior to, their non-Jewish friends. 


The question, therefore, is not: To have 
or not to have a Christmas tree? This is 
but part of the larger problem of drama- 
tizing Jewish values and making them 
meaningful in the lives of our children. 
It is not something that can be accom- 
plished al regel ahat (“while standing on 
one foot”), when the Christmas spirit is 
already in the air. It is a matter for more 
sustained thinking and for all-year-round 
preparation. It involves re-thinking our 
Jewish ceremonial tradition and, in most 
instances, re-educating Jewish parents. It 
means that parents must learn to capital- 
ize every occasion in the Jewish calendar 
for making Jewishness pleasant and at- 
tractive and desirable to their children. 


The magnitude of the American Christ- 
mas celebration and the power of the 
commercialized Christmas spirit are a 
challenge to the integrity and the ingenu- 
ity of Jewish parents. Some may prefer 
to evade the challenge and ignore the con- 
sequences. Those of us who value our 
children’s happiness will have to prepare 
our answer to the Christmas challenge in 
terms of intensified and beautiful Jewish 
living through the twelve months of the 
year.—The Reconstructionist.

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HOW TO BELIEVE IN GOD TODAY

ANY PEOPLE are saying now that they can no longer have 
faith in religion or in God in this kind of a world. Juda- 
ism challenges this mood born out of despair and maintains 
that there is a Power greater than ourselves making for right- 
eousness, for life and for social salvation. We should not blind 
our eyes, of course, to the evils which exist in the world, nor 
should we be arrogant enough to believe that human beings 
can ever completely comprehend the cosmic darkness or pene- 
trate the hidden recesses of divinity. Our powers of under- 
standing are admittedly weak and limited. We do not com- 
prehend the nature of the insignificant gnat or the essence of 
the tiniest blade of grass; how then can we hope to comprehend 
the full nature of God? 


Why, however, are we not consistent? Why do we not 
deny the existence or the value of every aspect of the world 
which we do not understand fully nor contact directly? Why 
are we so inconsistent\as to utilize electricity before under- 
standing it, to breathe air before analyzing it, to accept birth 
and the coming of new life before solving its riddle. Electricity, 
atmosphere, life—these three vivid symbols of the circum- 
ambient mystery of the universe, yet we neither dismiss them 
as illusion nor deny their value, merely because their origin 
is shrouded in mist and their ultimate meaning is concealed 
behind many veils. Why then should we deny the reality of 
God and scoff at His value when we do see Him reflected, 
darkly though it be, in many a frosted mirror—refiected in the 
intangible ideals of men, in their moral discontent, in their 
artistic harmonies, in their truth-seeking Odyssies as well as 
in the flash of lightning and the dew of heaven! 


It is not primarily however God’s power but His goodness 
which our contemporary mood calls before the bar of judg- 
ment. We must admit, after all, that there is some Power 
greater than ourselves beyond us. We realize that we did not 
create the universe nor call the stars and the planets into being. 
But there are many today who have become bitter cynics be- 
cause they maintain that God is responsible for the present 
evils of this world and therefore this question arises, “How 
can we worship such a cosmic dictator?” 


SOCIAL TRAGEDIES OUR RESPONSIBILITY 

We deny that God is responsible for the social tragedies of 
our century. We deny this because we believe it is neither 
fair nor just to make God the scapegoat for our own man.-cre- 
ated suffering and evil. Certainly, if there is one experience 
which we Jews know more intimately than any other people, 
it is the experience of being a scapegoat. What is a scape- 
goat? An innocent object of the wrath of a people who are 
not mature enough to assume the responsibility for their own 
deeds and misdeeds. What is happening today, however, is 
that so many men everywhere are performing the same psy- 
chological trick and using the same shabby device in relation 
to God. God is being made the cosmic scapegoat for man’s 
failures. 


For if mankind had achieved peace and justice and equity, 
and all human beings were living together as brothers, if 
human life were itself filled with the divine quality, and if, 
suddenly, earthquakes would erupt upon our planet and great 
hurricanes and storms were to uproot city after city, and if 
every year some new disease were to descend from the clouds 
upon the human race, we could then understand cosmic athe- 
ism. The fault and the tragedy would obviously be non-uhman 
in its origin. But the situation is just the reverse today. The 
planets are moving in their orbits in silent order. No catas- 
trophic meteors are winging their way through the clouds to 
rip open the earth and to make empty craters yawn where 
the cities of man once sent their spires into the sky. It is man 
and man alone that is transforming the garden of the earth 
into a wasteland. What logic is there then in saying: “I can- 
not believe in God today”? Let us say, rather, “It is difficult 
to believe in man today.”

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RUSSIAN JEW RISKS LIFE TO RESCUE 
TORAHS FROM BOMBED STALINGRAD SHUL 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
KUIBYSHEV — A_ dramatic 


story of how a Russian Jew risked 
his life to save the Torahs in a 
Stalingrad synagogue when the 
building was hit by a Nazi bomb, 
was reported here this week by 
Moshe Feigin, chairman of the 
Jewish Community in Kuibyshev. 

“One Saturday in September,” 
the report states, “a German 
bomb fell on a synagogue in 
Stalingrad and enveloped the 
building in flames and smoke. 
Mendel Matlin, a fifty-year-old 
Jewish refugee from the Uk- 





raine, rushed into the burning 
synagogue and, risking his life, 
rescued the Torahs. Disregarding 
his burning clothes and hands, he 
ran in and out of the syagogue 
until he had removed all the 
Torahs. Matlin comes from the 
city of Piriatin, near Poltava, 
where he was the manager of a 
Soviet mill. When Piriatin was 
bombed by the Nazis a year ago, 
he also rescued several Torahs 
from a burning synagogue and 
brought them safely to Stalin- 
grad.”

AL SEGAL ‘Speaks on 


TO A NEIGHBOR 








SHOULD be answering my neighbor, Dr. W. 

. T. Reid. He sent me a long letter of Christ- 
mas greetings as he did most of his other Jewish 
neighbors in our community. 

With the very kindliest of feeling for all of 
us Dr. Reid should like to see us all come over 
to Jesus. 

He has a Christian mission in our Jewish 
suburb (it is called Avondale). All around Re- 
hoboth Hall—that is the name of his mission— 
cluster our synagogues of which I roughly count 
about ten within a radius of a mile. Dr. Reid 
seems to have a big order cut out for him. 

Yes, there are plenty of facilities for Jewish 
worship in our suburb but sometimes I think 
there might be more of religion, which is an- 
other thing altogether. Plenty of congregational 
members but not enough of religion and its 
ethical essentials. But if I go into that I shall 
get myself in bad and become a hiss and a by- 
word, so that when the sad time comes I will go 
practically alone to my funeral. No crowd at all. 

Anyway, it isn’t at all fair to point with self- 
reproaches since Jews are far from alone in be- 
ing lacking in the ethical essentials of religious 
practice. In fact, the most tragic thing in to- 
day’s world is the bankruptcy of Christian 
practice and so why should I point churlishly 
at the Jews who are a minority and whatever 
their sins, as human beings, might be, they at 
least had nothing to do with any of the projects 
by which Mr. Schickelgruber has made a hell 
of a world out of this. 

Because I feel distressed on account of the 


sorry state of Christian practice, I address my- 


self in a most kindly way to Dr. Reid who is so 
troubled about the Jews. One good turn de. 
serves another, as they say. 

OK * * 

My dear doctor: First let me assure you of 
my friendliest regards and of the tolerant att. 
tude of Avondale toward Rehoboth Hall. ] 
should guess that nobody in Avondale resents 
the neighborly juxtaposition of our mission, 
There is a feeling that, considering how hard it 
is to persuade Jews to come to their own syna. 
gogues at other times than Yom Kippur, yoy 
deserve all the credit in the world whenever yoy 
induce even one Jew to join your church. 

Indeed, I myself could not get angry against 
a Jew who became a Christian gentleman, for, 
as we know, Christian gentlemen are badly 
needed in the world and even one new should 
be welcomed, no matter whence he came. Alas, 
there are many Gentiles but not enough Chris. 
tians. We as Jews should be grateful to con- 
tribute even one Christian gentleman to the 
world. (I recall the great gentleman, Jesus, who 
came from among us 2000 years ago.) 

The great need for Christians is obvious 
wherever the Gentiles are currently in aggres- 
sive operation. The shortage of Christians first 
was observed by the Jews back in 1933 when 
the Nazis took power; in the more recent days 
it has been noticed by the dying eyes of soldiers 
crucified by Schickelgruber on battlefields, by 
children looking to the skies for God’s mercy

and finding Schickelgruber in a dive bomber 
there, by the starving millions in the countries 
Schickelgruber has captured. 2 

This is particularly distressing when one 
considers the 2000 years of Christian teaching, 
the prodigious effort that has been made to 
convert the Gentiles, the capital investment in 
churches.

I am additionally troubled by reason of the 
fact that many of your Bible interpreters tell 
us that this Armageddon means that shortly 
Jesus will be returning to the earth. If that 
occurs I fear that we shall see another crucifix. 
ion at the hands of Gentiles. 

Coming back now, Jesus may perish with 99 
other innocent hostages in Paris, or He may die 
of typhus in the Warsaw ghetto to which he, be- 
ing a Jew, may be transported, or he may starve 
at Lublin, or freeze in one of the cattle cars in 
which it is currently the practice to transport 
the despised son of man. 

Yes, my dear friend, if Jesus is about to re- 
turn, the earth must be made safe for him from 
unregenerate Gentiles. It seems all off the line 


of realism to worry about making Jews safe in 
Jesus at this moment when Jesus himself is so 
precariously at the mercy of the heathen. 
What if you did get me into your church? 
There might be a momentary flurry in Avondale 
where I would probably be excommunicated 
from all the poker games. In heaven there 
would be disappointment; it would be as if a 


hunter had gone forth to get a bear and brought 
home a chipmunk. 


“Segal has been brought to Jesus,” it would 
be said with something of dismay, “but where 
is Schickelgruber?” Where are all the other big 
sinners among the Genitles? Why don’t they 
go after the pagan Gentiles?” ‘

This story in conjunction 
with another story now being 
told concerning the King of 
Denmark, puts me in mind of 
the Jews, somehow. 

The King of Denmark, ac- 
cording to his story which re- 
cently came from Danish cir- 
cles in London, was being pres- 
sed by the Nazis to “solve the 
Jewish problem” by putting 
into effect in Denmark the no- 
torious Nuremberg  anti-Jew 
laws. 

The King is said to have re- 
plied that “since we in Den- 
mark do not regard ourselves 
as inferior to the Jews, there 
is no Jewish problem in Den- 
mark that requires any solu- 
tion.” 

In brief, what the King was 
saying is—that intrinsically 
there is no Jewishe problem. 
The Jewish problem is like 
the problem of the lady who 
went to see Mr. Anthony. She 
had no problem. 


Of course, there is a problem 
of prejudice, there is a problem 
of race hatred. There is a prob- 
lem of the stupidity of peoples, 
but there is no Jewish prob- 
IEMs... < % 

Some people get the hives 
when they eat fish. Some can- 


_later. And so on. 





not stand hay. Some cannot 
stand roses. There are people 
who are allergic to any kind 
of plant. But we do not say 
that the problem is with the 
fish, or with the rose, or with 
the hay. We give injections to 
the man who has the allergy. 
It is his problem—the problem 
of his badly functioning sys- 
tem. 

So some people cannot stand 
a man whose color is black. 
Others cannot stand a man 
whose color is yellow. Others 
cannot stand a man who crosses 
himself when praying and be- 
lieves in the Pope, or whose 
accent is different, who comes 


of a different social stratus. In 


California, the offsprings of 
those who came to the state in 
1848 look with disdain on those 
whose parents came 20 years 
There are 
people who cannot tolerate any 
deviation from the norm in 
appearance or even in opinion. 

Where does the problem re- 
side? Manifestly, the problem 
is that of the people who are 
marked by this intolerance. 

So, please let’s stop talking 
about the Jewish problem, 
when there isn’t any. If it were 
a Jewish problem, it could be 
corrected by something that the 
Jews might do, but we know 
that there is nothing they can 
do in this matter. If the Jews 
were all saints, it wouldn’t help 
any. It would probably make it 
worse. 

I don’t think that anyone has 
been more successful in point- 
ing out the hollowness of the 
anti-Jewish harangue of mod- 
ern times than Mary Beard is 
in her “Jews in a Gentile 
World.” Writes Miss Beard: 

“If any one race can be singl- 
ed out as exhibiting an ab- 
normal capacity for business 
and an unduly dominating role

over the earth’s treasures, it 
would singularly enough be the 
Teuton, not the Jew. The 19th 
century saw a startling rise to 
power of persons of purest Teu- 
tonic blood in the very year 
that showed the rise of modern 
anti-Semitism. The contrast be- 


tween theory and practice verg- 
ed on the ludicrous. While the 
anti-Semites were accusing the 
Jews of seizing control of the 
world, the Teutons were actual- 
ly forging to the front every- 
where. Who was the greatest 
and richest capitalist produced 
in Russia? Not one of the many 
Jews who had fled to that fron- 
tier-region— but the perfect 
German, Ludwig Knopp. Who 
piled up the mightiest pre-war 
British fortune? The son of a 
poor German emigrant book- 
kceper, Sir John Ellerman (he 
died worth 40,000,000 pounds), 
Many of the mightiest men of 
the United States, like Rocke- 
feller or Weyerhauser were re- 
cently or remotely of German 
origin. Astounding indeed 
would be a roll call of German 
names in the world, from the 
Berings of London down to 
Heinzard Spreckels in America. 
Tf such lists proved anything, 
it would be the effectiveness of 
the exile in business—for it was 
the refugee Teuton who ac- 
complished most, while the 
German businessman could not 
win such power and glory at 
home.” 


Here are the facts as pointed 
out by an economic historian. 
But how much good will it do 
to point them out again and a- 
gain? At least,however, let the 
Jews themselves not succumb 
to the illusions that are being 
spread. Let them know in their 
hearts that there is no Jewish 
problem. Knowing that it is 
rather the problem of mass stu- 
pidity and ignorance than any- 
thing else, the Jew may face 
the onslaught and calmly go on. 


The orthodox Jew says in 
his daily prayers,“To those who 
curse my soul, let my soul be 
quiet.” Let that be our line.

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| JEWISH TANK CORPORAL TAKES ORAN ALMOST SINGLE-HANDED 








By BEN SAMUEL

NEW YORK—First reports of Jewish boys on the 
new North African front include the stories of three 
men in uniform who have already distinguished 


themselves in that campaign. Corporal Bernard ¢, 
Kessel practically took Oran single-handed. Private 
First Class Harry Cohen walked where angels feared 
to tread and maintained his position there. Captain 
Milton Simons was largely responsible for the fact 
that the Oran invaders got enough to eat. 


Kessel’s story is related to a General Grant tank 
that barged into a North African city ahead of all the 
others. “Orphan Tank Almost Takes Oran All by 
Itself,’ one headline announced on the following 
morning. Inside of that tank was Corporal Kessel, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., who couldn’t “even fix a lamp when 
he was at home, he was so unhandy mechanically,” 
according to his astonished mother. In fact, the hero 
of the Oran invasion is a southpaw—he eats, writes 
and plays ball with his left hand. 

Kessel’s tank became separated from the main 
column and entered Oran alone. It smashed into a 
road block obstructing the road to an airport, and ran 


head-on into a mobile 75-m. gun. “We had no time 
to load our own cannon,” the corporal explained, “‘so 
we rammed him full speed. Behind him we saw a 
line of motor vehicles two blocks long, so we ran 
along the edge of the road and smashed the whole 
lot into the ditch.” The tank then proceeded into 
Oran proper, Kessel at the gun, and opened fire in all 
directions, becoming, in turn, the targest for a volley 
of hostile fire. “We owe our lives to that Grant,” 
Kessel declared. 


The story now shifts from the town of Oran to the 
Oran beach where Captain Milton Simons, on Nov. 
16th, was to be found delivering the goods. It is prob- 
able that the Oran invaders owed their regular meals 


to Captain Simons. He was in charge of an American 
transport of cooks and supplies. 


Under heavy firing from the shore—reminding 
Simons, he says, of the Fourth of July “except that 
they weren’t shooting firecrackers’—he managed to 
get the cooks and pots and pans ashore in landing 
boats, and the first contingent of American troops to 
land had their dinner that night. Simons says it was 
nothing, really, simply that “the men who had gone 








ashore had to eat, so we made a special effort with 
the cooks.” 

Meanwhile, in a sector near St. Cloud, Algeria, 
Private First Class Harry Cohen was removing the 
garb of the clown, preparatory to playing a straight 
hero role. Private Cohen, who had been the ship’s 
entertainer all the way to Algeria, sat in a machine- 
gun nest near St. Cloud where the Americans advan- 
cing on Oran met with some rather annoying resist- 
ance. According to an eyewitness, Harry saw several 
of his comrades killed. Whatever it was that sobered 
him, he picked up a .30 caliber machinegun and tore 
into a barrage of heavy enemy fire, spraying the 
enemy with bullets. Several men in his crew rushed 
to his aid, and he established an advanced position. 
When he ran out of ammunition, he returned in a 
donkey cart for some more, and the new gun position 
was maintained. 

Harry’s shipmates found it all pretty hard to be- 
lieve. Before their arrival in Algeria, they had 
thought Harry was doing enough the way he kept 
them laughing. They still recall most vividly that 
burlesque of a strip-tease of his on the way to Al- 
geria, the one he climaxed by snatching off his pants 
and revealing an outlandish pair of purple trunks.

A German officer, with whip 
in hand, selected ten bearded, 
elderly men—five Ukranians and 
five Jews.

When the pit had been half dug 
the Nazi ordered the Ukranians 
to get out and instructed the 
Jews to continue digging. After 
a while he told the Ukranians to 
take up their spades and to cover 
the Jews, who were still digging 
the pit, with the earth that- had 
oeen dug up. 


The Ukranians, however, look- 
ed horrified when they heard 
the German officer’s command 
and did not pick up their spades. 
When the Nazi saw that they 
would not obey his orders. he 
forced the Ukranians to get into 
the pit and told the Jews to climb 
out and bury their neighbors. 
The Jews, 
move. Using his foot, so that the 
old Ukranians in the pit should 
not see him, the Nazi 
some earth on top of them and 
called: “Look, the Jews are will- 
ing to bury you. You’d better get 
out and bury them.” The old men 
did not budge. 


Thoroughly infuriated by this 
time, the Nazi shoved the old 
Jews into the pit, on top of the 
Ukranians, and, together with his 
men, buried them all alive.

RUSSIAN GIRL’S HEROISM UNDER FIRE 
EARNS HER CITATION IN SOVIET PRESS 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

KUIBYSHEV—A young Jewish 
girl who assumed command of 
a Cossack infantry battalion in 
Stalingrad by means of tele- 
phoned instructions when _ its 
commander was critcially wound- 
ed by enemy aartillery fire, is 
cited in the Soviet press this 
week as having been recom- 
mended for a government dec- 
oration. 


The girl, Gita Schenker, had 
set up headquarters in a half de- 
stroyed building in the steets of 
Staingrad end from there she 
received communication from 
Capt. Sergei Kruzhof, command- 
ing the Cossack battalion, and 
relayed his orders to the various 
units of his command. Although 
no more than a dozen houses 
separated Gita from Capt. Kruz- 
hof, on one hand, and the differ- 
ent units on the other, the bar- 
rage of fire that poured into the 
streets made it impossible for a 
runner to proceed ten yards 
without being hit. 


The Germans in this sector 
were attacking with thousands 
of infantrymen and seventy-five 
tanks. Capt. Kruzhof’s Cossacks 
were hard put to fight off the 
Nazi advance and young Gita 
was kept busy relaying the cap- 
tain’s orders to his men. Through 
her rapid and accurate work the 
Soviet troops were able to cor- 
rect the Ire of their trench 
mortars and thus halt the Nazis. 
In the midst of a particularly 
severe assualt Gita suddenly 
found that she was unable to 
establish contact with the com- 
mander. Fearing that he had been 
hit, the young telephonist issued 
orders to the different company 
commanders instructing one to 
direct his machie gun fire to one 
point, another to order his men 
to fling their grenades and ex- 
plosive bottles in a different di- 


rection, and the others to carry 
out similar assignments. 

Gita then crept from her shel- 
ter and started to craw] on hands 
and knees to the house where 
the captain’s headquarters were 
located. Halfway there a German 
shell crumbled a brick wall above 
her and she was felled by flying 
mortar and half buried by debris. 





she crawled out of the ruins ang 


crept on until she reached Kryz, 


hov’s headquarters. There she 
found that a German shell hag 
completely destroyed the house 
and the captain lay Seriously 
wounded. Gita first reported that 
she had ordered the company 
commander to continue lring, 
Then she made the Cossack Cap. 
tain as comfortable as possible 
and still on hands and kneeg 
half carried, half dragged him tg 
a first aid center.

DR. J. L. LIEBMAN DISCUSSES 
HOW 10 BELIEVE IN GOD TODAY 


(Continued from Page 1) 

JEWS NOT RELIGIOUS FATALISTS 

Some might object, however, that we are begging the 
question. For after all, if it is true that man is responsible 
for the devastation and the doom of much of our human earth, 
nevertheless, since God created man, it is His responsibility 
and He must assume the blame for the tragedy. Now I believe 
that this is not an inevitable conclusion of religion. There are 
basic differences in the religions of mankind on this question 
of the relation between God and man. When today people are 
blaming God for what is taking place in human society, for 
all the wars and brutality and frustration to be found on this 
planet, they are really placing themselves among the religious 
fatalists. An extreme school of Mohammedan theologians in 
the Middle Ages, called the Mutazilites, did, for example, 
maintain that every event in the world, every leaf that falls, 
every pain that is felt occurs directly by the will of God. 
Judaism, however, never followed such a fatalistic creed. We 
have never believed that there is only one cause in the world, 
one power, one responsibility. We Jews have had a different 
interpretation of life and the Universe. There are only three 
choices in this matter. One, God created the world and left 
it to its own devices. Two, God created the world and is re- 
sponsible directly for every event, no matter how insignificant, 
which takes place in the world. Three, God created the world 
and made man His partner, assigning to him definite areas of 
ultimate responsibility, decision, and action. And I have never 
heard of a partnership where one partner has a hundred per. 
cent responsibility and the other has zero responsibility. 

Judaism has always insisted that we are not marionettes of 
God, that He, from one angle of vision, is limited by man’s 
will. For God cannot compel us to do good or evil. He has 
only given us the capacity to choose. In that vivid dramatic 
episode in the Bible where God called to Abraham to bring his 
son to the top of Mt. Moriah, the parable begins with the 
words: “Then did God test Abraham”. Throughout that 
whole profound story Abraham is portrayed as the prototype 
of humanity, a very important actor in the cosmic drama, the 
personality whom God may test but whom God cannot compel. 
MAN MUST ASSUME RESPONSIBILITY 

We Jews should recall then that at the very heart of our 
religion is this conviction that man should be mature enough 
to assume responsibility for the way that his world turns out. 
When we turn upon God and blame Him for the social and the 
economic calamities of our times, we really talk as though man 
were the slave of a Divine Dictator. Now, most of the time 
we do not act as though we had no freedom of will. We do 
not actually think of ourselves as impotent clay in the hands 
of a master potter. Our whole political democracy, in fact, is 
based upon the theory that men are both free enough and in- 
telligent enough to make responsible choices. Indeed, we do 
take the responsibility for every good thing that we do. We 
pride ourselves upon every achievement of ours. We rejoice 
in every song that we sing, every painting that we paint, every 
friendship that we nurture. We do not say in these moments 
that God is responsible; we take the credit for the good things 
we achieve. Why then suddenly, when we are confronted 
with the evil consequences of human action, do we act like 
children and say, “It is God’s fault”? Why should we flee from 
the burden of our own guilt and attribute human tragedy to 
divine intervention? We Jews in harmony with our whole 
tradition must refuse to succumb to the temptation to think 
of God as a super-Fuehrer. We must be men enough to declare 
that we are not pawns, but collaborators in the world-process. 
This is our dignity, this is our burden, this is our challenge. 

This earth of ours is a glowing setting for a great universal 
drama.

Instead of accusing God of crimes which we 
commit, instead of blaming God for failings of which we are 
guilty, let us learn to acquit ourselves like men and to make 
humanity fit inhabitants for this earth. Let us struggle to 
achieve that kind of society in which men will no longer have 
to ask the bitter question, “My God, my God, why hast Thou 
forsaken me?”, and let us work for the coming of that day 
when God will not have to ask the human race the bitterer 
question, “Man, man why hast thou forsaken Me?”

have a friend, very much of 

a modernist, who some time 
ago proposed to me the mod- 
ernization of religious  cere- 
monial. When I asked for de- 
tails, he first mentioned the 
substitution of electric candles 
for the customary Chanukah 
candles. I said to him that this 
statement proved to me that he 
was not really a modernist af- 
ter all, for if he were a mod- 
ernist, he would be a psycho- 
logist—at least a bit of one, 
and any psychologist will tell 
you that there is an enormous 
difference between the light 
cast by electric bulbs and the 
glow of a candle. 


Go into a room with electric 
lights and you feel that it is 
light—that is all, but even let 
an atheist enter into a room 
with Chanukah tapers burn- 
ing and over him will come 
some faint semblance at least 
of that mood we call religious. 
An electric light gives light. 
a candle gives light plus some- 
thing else. 

An electric light has too much 
of what Justice Brandeis 
thought was the evil of our 
economic system, “the curse of 
bigness.”

By candle light, the individual 
is enlarged. Try thinking by 
electric light and then by can- 
dle light. There is too much to ° 
see by electric light, so that we 
look here and there and every- 
where and scatter our forces.

dles. Dim is their light and they 
speak but in a whisper but they 
tell us so many things. They 
talk and they sing and they 
sigh.

PREJUDICE ON MAIN STREET 


By HAROLD BERMAN 


— 








HE AVERAGE person thinks with his emo- 
tions and seldom, if ever, with his mind. 
He judges things visually and rarely posseses 
the ability or the inclination to look behind 
surface appearances. In course of time these 
casual impressions become opinion, the matrix 
for loves and hatreds, likes and dislikes, and 
these ultimately determine his conduct in the 
social organism. Legend becomes fact and myth 
a reality by the simple process of daily iteration. 
There is, for example, the widespread fiction 
of the Jews’ identity with world capitalism and 
international finance, the legend of his wealth 
and his control of national and international 
policies by its means. 


The man in the street has had this fairy-tale 
dinned into his ears by the glib-tongued orators 
and the poison-pen demagogues, who invariably 
had selfish axes of their own to grind, and by 
unscrupulous politicians of a certain kind, who 
were either anxious to build a career or to find 
a scapegoat for their own past failures. He has 
been told so by his supposed betters, and do 
not his own eyes confirm it on every Main 
Street of his town and village in the land? As 
an example of what the average man does, or 
does not, see of Jewish life and the Jewish 
problem, Puddleville, N. Y.—an imaginary name 
for a real town—will furnish a good example. 


Puddleville is a small-sized rural town of 
about 10,000 population. It is a pleasant little 
home-town situated in a shaded green valley 
placed between a range of towering mountains 
casting their pleasant shadows over the 
dreamy valley and its quiet settlements. The 
town has “jes’ growed up” in the course of 
years, with little planning or forethought, and 
it does contain some very pleasant homes and 
gardens within its limits. The oldest and shab- 
biest part of the town, lying close to the rail- 
road tracks, is devoted to business, a couple of 
square blocks of it. Here one will find dry 
goods and clothing stores, millinery shops, 
tailors’ and cleaners’ shops, shoe-repair places 
and hardware stores, general stores, real estate 
and insurance offices and gimilar places needed 
in the town’s daily life. When one looks at the 
signs displayed above most of the doors or 
painted in bold letters on their windows what 
does he see? Cohen, Levy, Greenberg, Wein- 
berg, Greenstein and Feinstein predominate on 
the list. Besides these tell-tale names there also 
is a fancy, deliberately-coined firm nomen- 
clature, such as the “Paris Shop,” the “Texas 
Rangers” and the like, designed in many in- 
stances to serve as a soothing cover for an all- 
too-Jewish name. Anglo-Saxon names stay in 
the minority. A facile confirmation is thus 
furnished to the impressionable town-dwellers, 
or the neighboring farmer and villager, who 
periodically comes into town to do his shopping 
that the Cohens and the Levys do literally 
“own the town.” One has to come to them for 
his clothes and shoes, for his household goods 
and tools. When these break down or wear out 
he has to come to them once more to repair or 
replace them. This is hard fact, which one sees 
with his own eyes every day. 

This, however, is but one side, and not by 
any means the most important side, of the pic- 
ture. Ata distance of about one mile from the 
town is a group of straggling one and two-story 
buildings comprising the “St. George Paper 
Mills.” This plant in prosperous times employs 
about one-third to one-half of the adult male, 
and a small percentage of the female, popula- 
tion of the town, besides a sizeable percentage 
of the residents of the neighboring farms and 
hamlets. The weekly turn-over of this one mill 
exceeds by far the total monthly or even yearly 
turn-over of all the retail merchants of the 
town. The mill is the town. The town’s for- 
tunes rise and fall with its prosperity or depres- 
sion. The money spent at its shops comes 


'—_, 
mainly from the mill’s periodic payroll. The 
town can become either a settler’s paradise or a 
duplicate of the celebrated Deserted Village by 
its fiat or dictated interest, and the occupants 
of the pleasant homes on Main and Cypress 
Streets could neither turn a finger to promote 
the one nor to prevent the other. 


But the men and women of Puddleville do 
not understand enough of the economic pro- 
cesses of our time to understand the true rela- 
tionship between the mill and their town, nor 
between the mill and the Cohens, Levys and 
Greensteins who act as the middlemen between 
this and other mills and themselves. And while 
the Greensteins must carry a loud trumpet with 
them wherever they go in order to attract 
proper attention to their business, the St. George 
Paper Mills feels the need of it not at all, not 
locally at least, because the outlet for its 
products is not among them but flows in totally 
different channels. These people are its benefi. 
ciaries, and not its patrons. So why advertise 
its existence and its services to them, as the 
Greensteins and the Cohens must do in order to 
live and prosper? It has them all in the hollow 
of its hand to make or to break, to feed or to 
starve. A small sign over the door some morn- 
ning may either cause their town to boom as 
never before, or turn it into a ghost town over 
night. But that, until it happens, is all in the 
realm of the abstract and the unseen, while 
they lay their money-out on the Greensteins’ 
and the Levys’ counter every day of the year; 
and that, surely, is real. 

That which holds true of one local industry, 
holds true as a matter of course of all other 
vital industries, their ownership, stock-holding, 
production and distribution. All the basic in- 
dustries of the country—coal and copper, iron 
and steel, meat, wool, cotton, leather, the mines 
and plants that produce them and the railroads 
and the steamships that transport them, to- 
gether with the banks that finance them—in 
short, all the real but invisible powers with 
which the average man is not thrown into daily 
contact, but which nevertheless control his 
destiny, are not under the control of Messrs. 
Cohen and Greenstein. But it is frequently 
Cohen and Greenstein who dole them out over 
the counter, and they certainly are concrete 
enough to vent one’s spleen against and de- 
nounce when prices are up or quality comes 
down. Swift and Co. are an abstraction to the 
average consumer of meat, while the corner 
butcher is a reality, so that the unthinking ones 
can readily point to him as the embodiment of 
monopolistic capital in their little world. And 
if he happens also to be a Jew, then one can 
conveniently add that the “Jews are running 
away with the town,” that “they carry it in the 
hollow of their hand” and similar malicious 
half-and-quarter-truths that frequently are 
worse than downright falsehoods. 


What is true of one Puddleville is true also 
of its ten thousand counterparts spread all over 
the land. There, too, the Cohens and the Levys 
serve as the middlemen and the distributors of 
goods largely produced by non-Jewish corpora- 
tions, which wield the real power over both 
the seller and the buyer by their control of 
wealth in its various forms at its source, and 
who decree when and where it shall be placed 
on the market and at what price. But one can’t 
see them and it is useless to complain. 


Perhaps it is because of this understanding 
and occasional pin-pricking, in addition, of 
course, to a diversity of traditional habits and 
outlooks, that we have two Puddlevilles in 
place of one. There is a Gentile and a Jewish 
Puddleville within the dimensions of one small 
community, and the two seldom overlap or even 
meet, though there is no written proscription 
against it—The Congress Bulletin.

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P TARGETS CAN SHOOT - 


Stories of Russian Heroism 


~ 











(EDITOR’S NOTE: Chanukah this 
year finds counterparts of Judah Macca- 
bee and his Jewish “guerillas” fighting in 
all the armies of the United Nations. 
Especially valiant has been the struggle 
of the Russian people and the many Jews 
in the Red Army. In the following arti- 
cles Ilya Ehrenberg and Lev Nikulin, 
famous Russian war correspondents, re- 
late some of the outstanding feats per- 
formed by Jewish soldiers in the eighteen 
months since the Nazis launched their 
invasion of Russia.)

Moscow (By Wireless)—Hitler troops have 
been torturing and violating Jewish women and 
girls and burying old Jewish men alive. In fact, 
Hitler planned to make the Jews of Russia a 
special target, but the Jews have showed him 
that targets can shoot. 


Jews have been scholars, workers, musi- 
cians, longshoremen, doctors and farmers. To- 
day they have become soldiers and they do not 
waive the right to vengeance. 


For example: Eli Falkovich is a man in his 
late forties who spent all his time at his desk 
in connection with his work as a philologist. 
Precisely such men as Falkovich are meat to the 
Germans; they try to get hold of them and hang 
them on their gallows. But things happened 
otherwise. Falkovich joined the Red Army. 
One day his unit was cut off by the enemy. 
Falkovich gathered about him his eighteen men 
and when they came fact to face with a German 
unit he ordered them to attack. Thirty-five 
prisoners were taken and Falkovich, himself, 
killed eight Nazis with his bare hands. 


A year ago the Germans launched their first 
onslaught on Moscow. Chaim Diskin, son of 
a Crimean farmer and a student in the Institute 
of Literature, was seventeen when the war 
broke out. Diskin enlisted as a volunteer. At 
Moshaisk he encountered German tanks. Direct- 
ing. the fire of his anti-aircraft gun downward, 
Diskin smashed the leading Nazi tank. Despite 
heavy fire which wounded him severely, he 
stayed at his gun and destroyed five German 
tanks. When the battle was over he had four- 
teen wounds but the Nazis had been routed. 
For this he has been decorated with the gold 
medal of a Hero of the Soviet Union. 

Capt. Israel Fisanovich, Hero of the Soviet 
Union, and a commander of the submarine 
“Baby,” showed the Nazis how Jews sink 
“Aryan” bandits. Some 329 bombs were hurled 
at his submarine but he reached his base safely 
after having sunk four German transports. The 
fish are having a good time but not the fascist 
admirals. 

Everyone in Leningrad knows of the heroic 
exploit of radioman Reuben Sprintsov. Cut off 
from the Russian lines, Sprintsov and three 
other radiomen, one Jewish and two Russians, 
held out against the Nazis. Sprintsov, sent out 
to reconnoiter, encountered a company of Nazis 
and mowed them down with his tommy ‘gun. 
These Germans realized that it is one thing to 
torture homeless, defenseless old women and 
another to meet up with Sprintsov. 

During the fighting on one sector of the 
Satlingrad front, German tanks attacked Soviet 
dugouts. David Katz flung a bottle filled with 
inflammable liquid at the first tank which burst 
into flames. The second tank started to turn 
back. “Enough of your tricks,” cried out Katz. 
He hurled a grenade under the treads of the 
second tank, causing it to stop, but its machine 
guns still chattered away. With his bayonet 
Katz closed the muzzle of the machine gun and 
continued to fight on until stretcher bearers re- 
moved him from the field. The ancient story 
of David and Goliath comes to mind when one 
hears of Katz’ battle with the tanks. 

The ancient Jews dreamed of “a promised

soldier in Russia to the anti-Semitic 
barbarities and arrogance of the Nazis is 
illustrated in this report of an interview 
in which a captured Nazi prisoner was 
taken down a peg when he found that his 
captors were Jewish.) 


MOSCOW (By Wireless)—The cross exam- 
ination was coming to an end. The lanky, red- 
haired “‘ober-corporal” with pale, sleepy eyes, 
stood leaning against the door-jamb looking 
expectantly at the commander who was interro- 
gating him. 

“It was all very unexpected,” said the pris- 
oner. “There were twice as many of us in the 
dugout.” 


“Only twice as many?” queried the com- 
mander. “There were sixteen of you and only 
three of our scouts.” 


“Well, we managed to wound one of them, 
and if it hadn’t been for that Causasian... ” 
The prisoner glanced over to where a tall lieu- 
tenant with a black moustache was sitting. The 
latter turned to the interpreter and said: 


“Tell him I’m a Jew, not a Caucasian.” The 
interpreter complied. 

“A Jew,” exclaimed the German in such a 
tone that the lieutenant sprung to his feet. 

“Listen,” he said, “tell him that three of us 
sent fifteen of his pals to a place where they’ll 
never be able to kill or torture anymore. I 
killed six of them myself.” He paused for a 
moment. “Oh, never mind,” he continued, “to 
hell with him. You just tell him that I’m a 
Jew. That my name is Aaron Meisel and that 
those six men in the dugout bring my total of 
dead Nazis to 30 and the score is by no means 
closed.” 

The lieutenant buttoned up his overcoat and 
walked out of the room. I followed him. He was 
standing on the threshold breathing heavily. 
The scene inside had evidently upset him. 

“That red-headed b----- got my goat,” he 
said as I joined him. ‘He isn’t used to the 
thought of his fellow cut-throats being bumped 
off by Jews. I’ve my own score to settle with 
the fascists . The bodies of my mother and 
father and my sisters Rosie and Eva, just chil- 
dren, were found lying in a ditch near Feodosia. 
You think it was easy for me to let that red- 
headed swine go? I had my knife at his throat 
with a vision of my folks and thousands of 
other Jews murdered by the Hitlerites before 
me. But my commander had ordered us to take 
a prisoner for questioning and I figured that an 
obercorporal would be the best for the pur- 
pose, so I spared him. 

“Now I’m glad. If I had killed him it would 
just add another dead Nazi to my list, but I 
would never have had the pleasure of telling 
him straight to his dumb face that it was I, 
Aaron Meisel, a Jew, who wiped out his six 
soldiers and knocked the revolver from his hand 
and dragged him here more dead than alive.” 

The door slammed open and a pocket flash- 
light showed the German prisoner stepping 
carefully over the threshold accompanied by a 
guard. Aaron Meisel turned towards him. The 
German met a look that was full of hatred and 
wrath. He lowered his eyes and quickly step- 
ped into the darkness.

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Ordroneaux Named RABBIS AND EDUCATORS OF CHICAGO HOLD 
MEMORIAL MEETING FOR DR. J. R. SIEGEL 


For Jewish Hero, 
New Book Shows 


NEW YORK—The U. S. De- 
stroyer John Ordroneaux which 
slid down the ways of San Deigo, 
California, last week ‘bears a 
Jewish name. This and other 
little known facts, concerning the 
contribution of Jews to Ameri- 
can military history, are revealed 
in a new book, “Jews in Ameri- 
can Wars,” by J. George Fredman 
and Louis A. Falk, published this 
week by the Jewish War Veter- 
ans of the U. S. 

Commander Ordroneaux was a 
Jew of French descent who serv- 
ed in the American Navy during 
the War of 1812. The reputation 
for fearlessness and _ bravery 
which he established made him 
one of the most popular heroes of 
his day—a popularity which he 
shared with his co-relgionist 
and contemporary, Commodore 
Uriah P. Levy. 

The military record of Ameri- 
can Jews, as retold in “Jews in 
American Wars” is impressive. 
Beginning with Asser Levy, who 
in 1654 won his right to stand 
guard in New Amsterdam over 
the opposition of Peter Stuyve- 
sant, it shows a steady increase 
not only in numbers, but in out- 
standing acts of heroism. Official- 
ly, Asser Levy was the first Jew- 
ish soldier in America. This fact 
is possibly of greater significancc 
as a contribution to religious 
tolerance than to American his- 
tory. For by winning his point. 
after appealing to the Dutch Eas! 
Indies Company in Holland, that 
he could not be barred from serv- 
ing in the New Amsterdam guard, 
he helped to establish the prin- 
ciple that the rights and privi- 
leges of a citizen could not be 


denied to anyone on religious 
grounds. 
The military record of Jews 


has kept pace with the growth 
of the United States, according 
to “Jews in American Wars.” At 
the outbreak of the Revolutionary 
War, though there were less than 
3,000 Jews in the colonies, more 
than 300 or ten percent served 
in Washington’s armies. Many of 
them achieved high rank and 
many more distinguished them- 
selves for their bravery under 
fire. Jews served on General 
Washington’s staff, and it was a 
Jew, Benjamin Nonos, who car- 
ried General Lafayette from the 
battlefield after he was wounded. 








CHICAGO—In memory of the 
recently deceased Jewish scholar 
and spiritual leader, Dr. Julius 
L. Siegel, 
was held last Tuesday at Bialik 
Hall here under the auspices of 
the Chicago Rabbinical Associa- 
tion, of which he was a member, 
the College of Jewish Studies, 
and the Histadruth Ivrith, So- 
ciety for the Advancement of 
Hebrew Culture.

Service 
men should be assured by their 
tamilies, says Dr. Gottschall, that

criends.” 


Chaplains will welcome this 
advice on the part of parents and 
wives, and will be able to render 
greater service, Dr. Gottschall de- 
clares. 





Growth of Jerusalem 
Creates Water Shortage 
 JERUSALEM—With its water 
requirements estimated at 2,500,- 
000 gallons a day, Jerusalem is 
again experiencing a shortage of 
this valuable commodity, the 
water reservoir in Ras-el-Ain 
yielding barely 1,800,000 gallons 
a day. 


Three sets of 360 horsepower 
pumps are working twenty hours 
a day to supply the water to the 
Holy City. Although the water 
system built in 1935 sufficed to 
take care of the needs of the 
city at that time, the rapid 
growth of Jerusalem made the 
supply entirely inadequate and 
a form of water rationing had 
to be introduced.

“Familianten Gesetz” was a 
regulation introduced by Maria 
Theresa in the “countries of the 
Bohemian Crown” on the rescind- 
ment of her edict of expulsion of 
1744, forbidding any Jew to mar- 


ry without first obtaining a spe- 
cial permit. The avowed object 
of this innovation was te pre- 
vent any increase in the total 
number of Jews residents in the 
country. Marriage permits were 
therefore issued in strict accord- 
ance with the number of deaths 
amongst the “Familianten.”’ Ev- 
ery applicant had, moreover, to 
bring proof of his general culture 
and economic standing before the 
requisite license was issued. Thus 
the most sacred and most ele- 
mental right of human beings 
was denied to that section of the 
human race which perhaps val- 
ued it most. A similar system 
obtained in many part of Ger- 
many. How such a regulation 
weighed upon the Jews, disting- 
uished as they were above all 
things by the veneration for fam- 
ily life, may be imagined. It was 
the consequent voluntary exile of 
young couples desirous of setting 
up their own homes which con- 
tributed perhaps more than any- 
thing else to the emigration to 
Western Europe and America in 
the first half of the 19th century. 
The law was abrogated by the 
constitution of 1849, but revived 
again, in a slightly different form, 
by a measure of March 13, 1853. 
It was only on Nov. 29, 1859, that 
it was definitely repealed.—The 
Jewish Layman. >

| Cuba Proposes Passport 
To Ease Refugee Travel

HAVANA—The Cuban govern- 
ment has proposed to all the gov- 
ernments in the Western Hemis- 
phere that they adopt a uniform 
passport—similar to the Nansen 
passports—for use by refugees 
coming from any of the Allied 
nations, according to official 
sources here. A draft of the pro- 
posed passport has been submit- 





ted to the various nations in- 
volved. 

It was pointed out here that 
at present refugees arriving from 
Europe are unable to travel be- 
tween countries in the Americas 
because they do not possess the 
necessary documents. Should the 
Cuban suggestions be approved, 
it would facilitate the movement 
of such refugees from one Ameri- 
can country to another where 
they would be in a better posi- 
tion to earn a livelihood.

U.S. Warnson ~ 
Refugee Ransom

WASHINGTON—The State De. 


partment warned this week that 
attempts to ransom refuggees out 
of Nazi-occupied countries resy}t 
only in additional persecution 
and the acquiring by ‘the Ger. 
mans of much-needed foreign 
exchange. The warning denounce. 
ed the purchase and sale exit 
permits as an organized business 
and reminded neutral intermed. 
iaries of the blacklist. Would-be 
ransomers here face fines of 
$10,000 and 10-year jail sentences 
under the trading with the ene- 
my act. 


Describing the system of ex- 
tortion used by the Nazis, the 
State Department quoted from 
one of the U. S. missions abroad, 
saying: “The ransom system as 
practiced at present seems to be 
an extension of the practice in- 
stituted by the Nazi Government 
whereunder emigrants were per- 
mitted to leave Germany if the 
state were compensated on their 
departure by all of their visible 
wealth, with the exception of a 
small percentage, usually reduced 
in effect to 10 or 12% percent. 
‘t is very apparently designed to 
provide foreign exchange for the 
furtherance of the German war 
effort—though there may be rea- 
scn for suspicion that individual 
vermbers of the Nazi party may 
personally profit by it.”

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WHY JEWISH MEN LEAVE HOME

here is Many a witticism crack- 
Tea at the expense of the ven- 
erable and sacred institution of 
marriage, but the old institu- 
tion seemingly can take it and 
goes along as ever. One of the 
most favored commentaries a- 
pout marriage is that it is like 
journalism—everyone who is in 
it-wants to get out of it and 
everybody who is out of it 
wants to get into it. Perhaps 
the strongest testimonial’ a- 
gainst single life in recent years 
emanates’ from George Jean 
Nathan, the drama critic. Na- 
than’s book, “The Bachelor 
Life,’ which is autobiographi- 
cal, portrays the single state 
so unattractively that, accord- 
ing to the newspapers, another 
writer, after reading it, called 
up his girl immediately to pro- 
pose. If Nathan, with all his in- 
tellectuality, charm, prestige 
and finances, can’t make a go 
of it, the time has come to start 
making the jokes at the single 
state instead of the married. 
The time has come to forever 
bury such a Yiddish gag for 
instance, as the oft quoted: 
»“Zollen alle meine sonim hoben 
ein hemd und ein veib.” 


Or has it? There is, of course, 
a little to the other side that 
one of the most unique welfare 
institutions in the country 
functions—the -National Deser- 
tion Bureau. Perhaps of all wel- 
fare organizations this is the 
one with the most far-flung 
ramifications, reaching across 
the borders not only of city 
and state, but countries and 
continents. The National Deser- 
tion Bureau deals with the erst- 
while Benedicts who have be- 
come Benedict Arnolds to the 
state of marriage. 


The Desertion Bureau, which 
is one of the constituent socie- 
ties of the Jewish Federation 





ot New York, was founded in 
1910 as the result of a study of 
the desertion problem mace by 
Morris Waldman, now of the 
American Jewish Committze: 
Charles Zunser is the executive 
director. Dealing with some 
4,000 cases of desertion annual- 
ly, he has accumulated some 
interesting observations on. this 
problem of why men leave 
home. 


In the first place, Mr. Zunser 
explodes the usual association 
of economics with the matter 
of desertion. It is hard on Karl 
Marx, as Mr. Zunser points out, 
but the fact of the matter is 
that there is more marital des- 
ertion during times of prosper- 
ity than in times of depression. 
This is demonstrated not only 
by the records of the present 
depression, but the statistics on 
the subject for the shorter de- 
pressions of 1907 and 1921. 


Mr. Zunser accounts for this 
by a two-fold reason: firstly, 
when jobs are easily to be had, 
men are more apt to take a 
chance at straying from the 
fold; secondly, “the dubious 
luxury of another wife” is too 
costly to be undertaken in 
times of depression. Of course, 
these reasons, too, are not irre- 
concilable with an economic in- 
terpretation of history, but in 
the reverse way. To end eco- 
nomic depression does not mean 
to end desertion, but perhaps 
even to stimulate it. 


This may not be a very pleas- 


ant thing to say, but I give it. 


to you as it was given to me 
by the bureau, which is inter- 
ested in facts alone. 

Why do husband and wife 
leave home? 

If you ask the average de- 
serter, he will give you 
many a reason and the chances

and you ask me awfully big 
questions on your quiz pro- 
gram. How can I tell you what 
might have been had heathen- 
ism continued.

When Plato and* Aris- 
totle spoke of justice, they were 
thinking of justice only for the 
upper class.

are that the reason he gives is 
far from the true one. Few of 
us, as Mr. Zunser remarks, can 
analyze ourselves. Mr. Zunser 
instanced the case of a young 
woman deserter who left a note 
for her husband to the effect 
that she was tired of washing 
dishes. Agents of the National 
Desertion Bureau finally locat- 
ed her in a restaurant where 
she was employed — washing 
dishes. 


But the deserter is more apt 
to be a man at least in such 
cases in which the assistance 
of the Desertion Bureau is 
sought. In fact, at the bureau, 
it is a hundred to one chance 
that the deserter is a man. 

According to. the Desertion 
Bureau official, the principal 
cause of these desertions is sex 
incompatibility. 


The “dangerous age” when 
the siren seems to lure men the 
most is between 27 and 36. The 
worst of all years, from a study 
of 350 cases, is the 34th, but 
the danger continues to the age 
of 36. Then the number begins 
to dwindle, although “there is 
a sudden flare-up at 43,” but 
after the age of 45 there is a 
decided drop. 


There is a time for every- 
thing, says Scripture, a time 
to work and a time to play, 
a time to make war and a time 
to make peace. Indeed, it has 
been frequently observed that 
almost all of the wars of the 
United States have started in 
April. The Battle of Lexington 
ushering in the Revolution on 
April 19; the assault on Fort 
Sumter beginning the Civil 
War in April; the American 
declaration of war in the World 
War in April. What has all this 
to do with desertion? 

The answer is that desertion 
also seems to have its most 
propitious times. The banner 
month for deserters is July, 
with April close on its heels. 
December, has the smallest 
number of desertions.

I don’t know exactly what 
the figures show. Perhaps it is 
simply that the deserter feels 
that he can take better chances 
when summer is at its height 
and decides to snuggle around 
the hearthfire when the shrill 
blasts of December winds be- 
gin. Helen Zunser, who has 


made an intensive study of des- 
ertion in all its aspects, admits 
that the number of cases studi- 
ed as to “the month of deser- 
tion” is too small to draw any 
general conclusions. 


One interesting observation 
made by Mr. Zunser is that a 
study of the length of courtship 
shows this factor has no bear- 
ing on the problem of deser- 
tion. Your husband is as apt 
to desert if it was love at first 
sight as if he had known you 
since “Hector was a pup.” 


I would go farther and per- 
haps speculate that the love- 
at-first-sight husband is less 
likely to desert than the one 
of long courtship—but who am 
I—a bachelor—to talk on such 
a subject?
